“On closer scrutiny, however, 
we are convinced that the pro­ 
tections afforded the citizen 
against unreasonable govern­ 
mental intrusions are largely il­ 
lusory,” Judge Lord wrote. 
U.S. Atty. C'arl J. Mel one, 
asked if he wras considering an 
appeal of the ruling, said the 
procedure in cases where a 
judge rules against the govern­ 
ment was to consult with the 
Justice Department and then 
determine whether to appeal to 
the circuit court. 
Me lone said he had not seen 
the ruling and could not com­ 
ment on it. 
'The Justice Department, un­ 
der the Nixon administration, 
has defended the wiretap law 
as a valuable tool in the fight 
against crime. 
The 1968 law has not yet been 
tested by the U.S. Supreme 
Court, but the court has ruled 
in several earlier cases that 
wiretaps are constitutional if 
authorized by a warrant.

The tem pest in a teapot which boiled 
over at a meeting of the Pottsgrove 
School Board this week is somewhat re­ 
freshing. 
It proves that people still can get up­ 
tight about simple matters. 
News of the Pottsgrove controversy 
is sandwiched among terrorists attacks 
in, Tel Aviv,, bombings and killings in 
Ireland, the war in Vietnam,, political 
assassination attempts and, not to be for­ 
gotten, the weekly and gross death toll 
on the nation’s highways. 
The big issue at Pottsgrove is over 
who will read the roll call of graduates 
at commencement. 
The graduates want Richard Radel, 
the high school principal who is on sab­ 
batical, to read the list. 
The school wants the acting principal 
to read it. 
It seem s that traditionally the princi­ 
pal does read the list but when the prin­ 
cipal isn’t principaling his substitute 
should get the job. 
Radel isn’t on the job. 
His substitute is. 
The students like Radel so they want 
him to read their names. But the ad­ 
ministration wants to follow procedure 
and have the acting principal read the 
roll. 
The board, in a gesture at bringing 
peace, invited Radel to present a diploma 
to his daughter. Which was rather nice 
of the board. 


But the board held firm against Radel 
reading the names. 
The students aren’t taking the board’s 
decision too well. They still want Radel. 
Which speaks well of Radel. 
Perhaps the answer would be to have 
both the acting principal and Radel read 
the names; one acting as an echo to the 
other or have the list of graduates split 
with one reading one half and the other 
the other half. 
Really, in the long run of life it won’t 
matter too much who reads a list and who 
doesn’t. Most adults looking back at their 
graduations won’t be able to tell you who 
the speaker was. what he said. They 
wouldn’t be able to tell you the partici­ 
pants. 
So the matter of who reads a list is 
a small one. 
If the seniors want the list read by 
Mr. Radel why not?

difference 
between the rate at which one 
drug reaches the brain versus 
another? 
Headaches are seldom so 
agon.iz.ing that a five-second or 
even a 30-second delay is very 
significant. 
(3) Don’t give aspirin to 
reduce fever.

Stress Causes Many Ailments

I have been told, by my doctor 
that I must avoid stress. I don’t 
know what this means. I don't 
know how to do it at a busy 
job. I don’t know how to handle 
it while helping to bring up a 
family of teenagers. How does 
stress adversely affect the 
bodv? 
Mr. J. J. L., La. 


Dear Mr. L.: 
There probably are as many 
definitions of stress as there are 
people who use 'the term. Any 
unusual pressure, physical or 
emotional, that alters one’s 
equilibrium 
is, 
in essence, 
stress. 
In this frenetic age, every 
experience, even leisure time 
and the inability to use it 
properly, can be stressful. 
Just as there is a threshold 
for pain, so is there a threshold 
for stress. Some people react 
in degrees that are out of 
proportion to the pressurizing 
.situation.. Others allow' stressful 
experiences to roll off their 
back and hardly react to it. 


All emotions of worry, fear, 
Jove, hate, anger, frustration, 
and insecurity can produce 
stress. 
Any physical exertion beyond 
the normal capacity of an in­ 
dividual can be stressful and 
can put pressure on the func­ 
tioning of all organs of the 
body. 
Dr. Hans Selye is the single 
name linked most closely to the 
study and understanding of 
stress in modern science. He 
studies the general adaptive 
capacity of a person to learn 
how well one can adjust to the 
physical or emotional injury of 
stress. 
Stress can alter the entire 
hormone balance of the body. 
It can disturb the normal 
physiology of every organ — the 
liver, the spleen, the intestines, 
the brain, the heart, and the 
circulatory 
system. 
Certain 
types of inflammations 
in­ 
cluding rheumatoid arthritis can 
be traced to unusual stress to 
the body and to the psyche. 
Unfortunately it is impossible 
to direct you in the ways of 


avoiding stress. It takes ar­ 
duous training, from, childhood 
on, to learn the methods by 
which inner tranquillity can be 
maintained. 
Sometimes it takes intensive 
re-evaluation 
of 
self 
and 
possibly psycho-direction to be 
able to change to patterns of 
living that reduce outer and 
inner tension. It is a great 
accomplishment when learned. 
Speaking of your health: The 
family physician is still the 
greatest contribution, to the 
medical health of our nation. 
His high-powered automobile, as 
a substitute for the horse and 
buggy, does not detract from 
the love and devotion that exists 
between him and his patient.

War Letters Reveal 
Concern of Patriots 


By W. EDMUNDS C LA USSEN 
Aren Historian 
We have spoken before of the deep concerns 
that ran through Philadelphia, the capital ot the 
nation and America’s finest city, when Sir Wil­ 
liam Howe elected to turn his invading legions 
upon the patriots. Tension had swept across tho 
settlement, and now a vast and horrible fear tore 
the very seams of society. 
At no other time in history had so large a seg­ 
ment of humanity — 13 colonies — elected to turn 
upon the monarch and remove all shackles which 
once held them together. They were embarked 
upon a new voyage that would mark man s most 
determined attempt to sever all connection with 
the old order — would set humanity upon a pedes­ 
tal of freedom from which man claimed the right 
(as well as the ability) of self-government. 
Even those involved were uncertain of the 
results. Could common man display wisdom in 
the making of laws? Could he put prejudice, 
greed, self-interest behind for the benefit of all. 
Even today, nearly 200 years later, the answers 
to certain of these cardinal points still are not 
fully answered. But try for a new order — the 
sanctity of man. — they must. 
We have been months searching after what 
common man thought of this experiment 
how 
he reacted, how he thought and felt and even 
prayed. Some of these anxieties are manifest in 
a few additional letters which we have discovered 
for our growing file. 
First, Charles J. Shippen wrote his father at 
Lancaster: 
"Phils., March 11th, 1777 
“Honored Sir:—The complexion of the tim es 
is still bad, I know not when there will be any 
alteration for the better. I mean that peace (the 
most desirable of all human conditions) seem s 
at as great a distance as ever. General Howe in 
all probability will be in Philadelphia in a month 
or two, having been reinforced . . . and General 
Washington’s army in no condition to prevent 
him, but his coming to Philadelphia will only be 
the introduction of all the calam ities of war in 
Pennsylvania. 
“Philadelphia will be as a place besieged by 
the American army, and the country will be laid 
waste by the contending parties. In this dread­ 
ful. situation I am at a loss to know how to dis­ 
pose of my family. Your situation is better. You 
are already at a. distance from the seat of war, 
and may remove still further if necessary. 
“Yet no situation is actually exempt from a 
possibility of danger. I presume your office will 
get into other hands . . . you can certainly not 
expect it unless you give up the old government, 
and swear allegiance to the new one, together 
with the oath of abjuration of King George the 
Third. 
“In these times I shall consider a private 
station as a post of honor, and if I cannot raise 
my fortune as high as m y desires, I can bring 
my desires down to my fortune, ‘the wants of our 
nation are easily supplied, and the rest is but 
folly and care...’ ” 
Next, Judge Y^ates, writing to Col. Burd, it 
Tinian. 
“Lancaster, March 29, 1777 
“Hon’d Sir:—Upon the return of Mr. Baily 
from Philadelphia, respecting the establishment 
of a regular post rider here. I cannot find any 
great probability of its being done soon; every 
article of expense on the road is so greatly aug­ 
mented that it will require treble the former 
sum subscribed to enable a person undertaking 
it to make ends m eet . . . I find from every ac­ 
count, that we probably shall have much confu­ 
sion and disorder before the new constitution is 
fairly fixed. 
“M a n y are determind to oppose it at all 
events, and many to support it at all hazards. 
I have not time nor patience to mention in how 
many instances the Assembly has infringed the 
inviolable frame of government, or to point out 
the impropriety of some late appointments; it is 
sufficient to say that the late steps give infinite 
dissatisfaction to the men of property and under­ 
standing. 
“THE CLAMORS OF THE RED-HOT PATRI­ 
OTS HAVE SUBSIDED INTO EASY PLACES 
AND OFFICES OF PROFIT. The posts of mere 
TRUST go a begging! No one can be found to 
accept them. Whenever I reflect on the times, 
I am seized with the blue devils. I walk about 
the room in a sweat, look at my fam ily and wish 
them and myself out of the way of vexation. Sally 
tells me Peggy is not to cut her ruffles until she 
can send her up a pattern.” 
Judge Yeats again to Col. Burd: 
“Lancaster, Nov. 7, 1777 
“Hon. Sir:—I send you by the boy, the bushel 
of salt on the little pony of my son’s. There is no 
such thing as a waggon, to be had going up the 
road. 
“Lord Stirling and his Aid-de-Camp have been 
at our house these two days. There is no getting 
to bed at our usual hour. I am almost tired of it. 
His Lordship is very sanguine, that a few weeks 
will fully settle the fate of Gen’l Howe’s army. 
He speaks of those who choose to continue in 
Philadelphia, with pity for their situation. 
“Our Assembly are met, — to do great mat­ 
ters, I suppose. The Court bell rings as formerly, 
but I go not near them .” 
“Nov. 25th, 1777 
. . . Mr. Thomas Willing showed, a m essage 
fdirected) to himself from General Howe, that 
he was desirous of preventing the further effusion 
of human blood. Mr. Willing informed, that in a 
conversation which passed between Sir William 
Howe and himself, the General assured him that 
his brother, Lord Howe and Sir William, had full 
power to accommodate the present m atters . . . 
could treat with Congress or any other person. 
“That if the Declaration of Independence was 
rescinded, they would withdraw their fleet and 
army, and would not require the disbanding of 
our troops, until the agreement should receive 
the sanction of Parliament, and they would al­ 
low the sinking of our continental currency in, 
our own way . . . ” 
But we in our generation, too, have become 
aware of the meaningless talk, the fruitless ges­ 
tures of peace delegations.”

The Pennsylvania Story 
Questions Raised Regarding Welfare

HARRISBURG 
- 
For 
the 
“welfare” of beleagured Penn­ 
sylvania taxpayers, the state 
legislature 
is 
threatening 
to 
take over the reins of that 
runaway buckboard known as 
the public assistance 
(relief) 
program. 
Stiff, unprecedented controls 
were passed separately in both 
the House and Senate last week 
— 
by 
fairly 
wide 
margins. 
These virtual veto powers on 
regulations issued by the State 
Department of Public Welfare 
were nearly identical, but one 
of the chambers still has to put 
its 
seal of approval on the 
other’s 
before 
these 
welfare 
amendments can go to Gov. 
Milton J. Shapp’s desk. 


What 
then, 
would 
his ex­ 
cellency do if the set of welfare 
reform measures plunks on his 
desk? 


In so many words (according 
to 
one 
high 
version) 
the 
governor was supposed to have 
cracked he would sign it, and 
that 
this 
would 
sen e 
the 
legislature right to bring down 
upon itself “this monumental 
headache” of trying to control 
the dole roll. 


But according to a source 
close to his stewardship, the 
governor simply was taking a 
light-hearted 
poke 
at 
the 
pro posed 
le gisla t ure-t a keo ver, 
and was gravely concerned over 
the entire issue. 


But 
two 
critical 
questions 
remain: 
Will 
the 
legislature 
follow through and pass finally 
the strict control measures over 
how the Department of Public 
Welfare is to funnel taxpayers’ 
money 
to 
those 
on 
public 
assistance? 
If 
so, 
will 
the 
governor sign, veto or ignore 
the measure? (If he ignores the 


bill, 
it 
could 
become 
law 
without his signature.) 
Perhaps 
a 
broader 
“um­ 
brella” type question could be 
asked 
at 
this point: 
Is 
the 
legislature attempting some sort 
of “brinksmanship” whereby it 
is 
using its 
welfare 
reform 
maneuvering as a megaphone 
to loudly and publicly tell the 
Department of Public Welfare 
to straighten up the welfare 
mess or the 
lawmakers will 
take direct control? 
' 
Legislators are well aware 
that 
should 
their 
reform 
measures 
become 
law, 
that 
come early next year a four-foot 
high set of regulations would 
be dumped on each of their 
desks for light, bedside reading. 
The guessing here is that the 
legislature is fully aware that 
it 
applies 
the 
broad 
brush 
strokes of state governmental 
policy (via the passing of laws) 
and delegates the various state 


departments to' paint in the 
remainder of the picture (via 
de pa rtmen ta 1 regula t ions). 


But 
of 
late, 
the 
public 
assistance picture has become 
scrambled, and the legislature 
is saying in so many words that 
it is time to start with fresh 
canvas. 
In this critical election year 
of 1972 all the 203 House seats 
and half of the 50 in the Senate 
are 
up for grabs. 
Yet, 
the 
welfare 
picture 
shows 
a 
Demoera tic-controlled 
1 e g I s- 
lature t e l l i n g a Democratic 
administration that one of its 
departments needs to have its 
regulatory plays sent in from 
the legislative bench. 
Intriguing as this situation 
may be to some Republicans 
who are striving to gain control 
of both chambers, the current 
welfare 
problem rises 
above 
politics 
and, 
hopefully, 
will 


continue to be1 treated in bi­ 
partisan fashion. 
True, much of the problem 
probably occurs at the field 
level where those who don’t 
belong somehow or the other 
get 
onto 
the 
welfare 
roll. 
Nevertheless, responsibility for 
what happens at the “grass 
roots” level filters up to the 
top. In short, a louder crack of 
the whip at the high departmen­ 
tal level appears to be in order. 
If it turns out that the House 
and 
Senate 
are using 
their 
present maneuvering as a loud 
and 
clear 
warning 
to 
the 
welfare 
department 
to 
take 
stiffer measures to straighten 
out the welfare mess, then it 
would seem that the lawmakers 
have 
done 
Pennsylvanians a 
vital service indeed, even if 
there is no “follow through” 
whereby 
the 
reform 
amend­ 
ments become cemented into 
law.

Pact Allows 


Room for Agreement

WITH THE PRESIDENT - 
Academician 
Boris 
Nikolay­ 
evich Petrov, a top brain in 
the 
Soviet 
Union’s 
space 
program, 
told 
this 
reporter 
during Nixon’s visit that his 
country 
has 
relatively 
little 
interest in landing cosmonauts, 
on the moon. 


The 
U. 
S. 
has 
put 
10 
astronauts on the lunar surface 
and will conclude its Apollo 
project when another pair is 
rocketed to and from the moon 
late this year. 


“We prefer automatic devices 
for such exploration,” the Lenin 
Prize-winning scientist said with 


“We are continuing to devise 
the 
most 
sophisticated 
in­ 
struments: to do the work of 
men in space. They increasingly 
take over men’s jobs. At some 
point, only a human brain will 
tell us what we want to know. 
For that reason, we do not rule 
man 
completely 
out 
of 
the 
probes into space.” 


Petrov and the entire Soviet 
space community are eagerly 
awaiting the arrival of Venera 
8 at the planet Venus late in 
July. 
Venera 8 will eject a 
scientific package which will 
descend through the scalding 
atmosphere of the planet and 
settle on its surface. The first 
such 
Soviet 
satellite 
to 
ac­ 
complish this sent a treasury 
of information for 25 minutes 
before it was silenced by the 
horrific conditions that prevail 
there. The July landing will be- 
made with a more sophisticated 
package. 
Petrov 
hopes 
for 
“another 25 minutes of life” for 
it. 


“But we have no way of 
knowing,” he added. “It may 
not last as long as the first 
one; it may last longer. If it 
does, we’ll know more than ever 
before 
about Venus’ 
surface 
conditions, 
atmosphere 
and 
much more.” 


Whatever the findings, they 
will be shared with the United 
States and the rest of the world, 
Petrov said with a smile that 
revealed a small fortune in gold 
teeth. 


Will men ever land on Mars? 


“I’m always optimistic,” the 


Russian 
said 
as 
we 
sipped 
coffee in press headquarters at 
the Intourist House. “I agree 
with 
our 
great 
Konstantin 
. Tsiolkovsky, "who proposed the 
use of rockets for interplanetary 
travel in 1903. Tsiolkovsky said, 
‘Man will conquer all of the 
solar system.’ 


“But, for the time being, we 
h a v e 
automatons 
studying 
Mars. Your Mariner has sent 
back many good pictures of the 
planet. We have two satellites 
in Martian orbit. They, too, had 
trouble with that sandstorm that 
bothered your early pictures. 
But picture-taking is not our 
primary object in this study. 
We crash-landed: and soft-landed 
instrument packages from our 
orbiting vehicles and are now 
in the course of receiving a 
wide schedule of information 
about Mars itself and the space 
around it.” 


Petrov 
believes 
that 
the 
a g r e e m e n t 
reached 
by 
President Nixon and General 
Secretary Brezhnev concerning 
Soviet-American cooperation in 
space 
is 
one 
of 
the 
great 
resolutions 
in 
history. 
He 
believes that mixed crews of 
scientists orbiting earth space 
labs 
will 
discover 
untapped 
food, mineral and fuel resources 
that will benefit billions of the 
p l a n e t ’ s 
inhabitants 
for 
generations to come. 


Petrov 
was 
asked 
if 
he 
believed either great power’s 
propulsion experts would ever 
develop a rocket 
that could 
travel at the speed of light — 
186.000 miles per second. 


H e 
shook 
his 
head. 
“Perhaps,” he said. “But man 
could not exist in it. He could 
not survive the *G* forces he 
would be exposed to as the 
vehicle’s speed increased to the 
velocity of light. 
We should 
refer 
this 
matter 
to 
Isaac 
Azimov, 
your science 
fiction 
writer. It would take a man 
four and a half years to reach 
the 
nearest 
star, 
though 
traveling at the speed of light. 
If he got there and asked a 
question of his central control 
back on earth, he would not 
get an answer for nine years. 
So we will not worry about that 
just now.”

May Showers 
Cause Delays 
In Planting 


The 
excessive 
May 
rains 
dumped twice as much water 
on the Pottstown area as the 
30-year average, causing major 
delays in corn planting and 
haymaking tor farmers. 
According to Joseph Way, 
Montgomery County agricultural 
agent, the season for those twfo 
crops got underway slower this 
spring than in any year in re­ 
cent memory. 
“ Farmers planted only 10 per 
cent of their corn 10 days 
ago, compared to more than 90 
per cent, normal at that time 
of year. In fact, farmers hardly 
have been able to plow their 
soggy fields. 
“But with the fair weather the 
week 
before Memorial Day, 
they got most of their planting 
done, and have more than 75 
per cent of their crops set.” 
“ Hay has grown to a good 
harvest, but since farmers are 
so busy planting corn they also 
are running behind on their 
haymaking schedule. 
“Normally 
they 
cut 
hay 
the last week in May, but if 
they cut it within the next week 
or so, the delay won’t be serious. 
If it stands longer than that 
it will lose some feeding value 
because the fiber content goes 
up if it stands too long. 
Another problem concerns al­ 
falfa. “Too much rain in fall 
and winter, with excessive freez­ 
ing alternating with extremely 
mild thaws, killed more than 
75 per cent of this crop. 
“Grass hays, fortunately are 
not affected,” Way explained. 
Homeowners also may be af­ 
fected by the moisture since the 
flowering crab trees that deco­ 
rate many yards develop a scab 
which causes a loss of leaves, 
he added.

Thus, those newly-eligible for 
paying taxes in return for the 
use of public 
facilities and 
services can be exempted if 
they still are in school or are 
unemployed and out of school.

Then, Moyer estimated, half 
of the remaining 900 either go 
on to higher education or enter 
the military service. In either 
case they, too, are exempt and 
another 450 are removed from 
the tax rolls. 
That leaves 450 youths who 
will become paying, non-exempt 
additions to the rolls kept at 
the office of Pottstown Tax 
Collector Guy Sperat Jr. These 
450 will be paying the taxes 
because officials presume all 
will have jobs. 
Those with jobs already are 
paying 
the 
$10 
occupational 
privilege tax imposed jointly by 
the borough and the school 
district and the 1 per cent 
earned income tax imposed by 


those same agencies. 
The new taxes the 18-to-21- 
year-old group will be required 
to pay includes the borough's 
$5 per capita tax, the school 
district’s $10 per capita tax. and 
the 60-mill levy on occupation 
classifications also imposed by 
the school district. 
LONGER LOOK 
“Of course,” said Moyer, “if 
we were preparing a budget 
we’d take a much longer look 
before coming up with figures 
but this rough estimate provides 
a conservative view of what we 
can expect in revenue from our 
newly enfranchised taxpayers.” 
Sperat said there shouldn’t be 
too much of a problem in 
coming up with the names of 
the new taxpayers. 
In addition to reports from 
employers who collect the oc­ 
cupational privilege tax and the 
1 'per cent earned income levy, 
names can be secured from the 
school census, apartment house 
listings, 
the 
borough 
street 
directory, voting lists, voluntary 
requests for placement on the 
tax rolls and from informers. 
“You’d 
be 
surprised 
how 
many names we get from people 
who feel their neighbors also 
should be paying taxes,” said 
Sperat. 
He added that the borough

SAIGON (\P \ — Hanoi's of­ 
fensive has shown signs o' 
slowing in recent days, but no 
senior officers in the allied 
command are ready to say that 
the North Vietnamese drive has 
reached its peak. 
Encouraged by enemy pull­ 
backs and by what appears to

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Church Initiates Catfish Raising Project to Help Poor People

DENVER <AP) — Three big 
brooder 
male 
catfish 
swam 
slowly to and fro in the big 
glass tank, occasionally peering 
out at the people peering in at 
them. 
The fish were displayed here 
to illustrate a bit of the widely 
growing 
church 
activity 
to 
boost the lot of the poor. 
This effort has taken on new, 
m «Him iliion-dollar 
dimensions 
in most m ajor denominations,. 


both 
Protestant 
and 
Roman 
Catholic. 
Their 
revised 
ap­ 
proach is to fund projects run 
by the poor themselves. 
“The help goes both to Chris- 
!ians 
and 
non-Christians, 
re­ 
gardless 
of 
religious 
affilia­ 
tion,” says Dr. Bryant George 
of Tea neck, N.J., voicing a pol­ 
icy that has become standard 
for most major denominations. 
Dr. George, director of the 
United Presbyterian Fund for 
the Self-Development of People, 
adds: “ It is to enable those 


who are totally dependent to 
become independent.” 
ONE OF MANY 
The catfish are involved in 
only one of many kinds of such 
projects, 230 of them backed by 
the United Presbyterians in the 
last year with grants totalling 
$2.3 million. 
Altogether churches are put­ 
ting more than $20 million an­ 
nually into such efforts. 
The catfish,, part of an exhibit 
at the recent United Presby­ 
terian assem bly here, figure in 


just one of the many projects, 
but it offers a fascinating ex­ 
ample of the ingenuity and in­ 
itiative involved. 
“It 
has brought new hope 
where 
before 
there 
was 
no 
hope.” says John McCown of 
Sparta, Ga., a black man who 
helped 
originate 
the 
catfish- 
raising 
project 
in 
Georgia’s 
poverty-afflicted Hancock Coun­ 
ty. 
The county is 75 per cent 
black, 80 per cent of Its homes 
without indoor plumbing. But 


about 250 of its families have 
been enabled to get off the wel­ 
fare rolls because of the catfish 
project, sparked by a $30.000 
church grant. 
“No one had any particular 
expertise 
or 
experience 
with 
the idea,” McCown says. “But 
neither could anyone say ‘it 
can’t be done* because no one 
had tried it commercially.” 
It’s now the biggest “ catfish 
farming” operation in the coun­ 
try'. 
Brought together through a 


cooperative 
called 
the 
East 
Central Committee for Oppor­ 
tunity, poor farmers in the area 
joined 
in 
digging 
new 
fish 
breeding ponds and rehabilitat- 
ng old ones in a 350-acre site. 
Original brood stock wras ob­ 
tained 
from 
Arkansas. 
The 
project, now two years old and 
self-sustaining, 
has 
its 
own 
hatcheries. The tiny fish are re­ 
moved to rearing .ponds to grow 
to 
about 
I-to-1'% pound 
size 
when they are m arketed. 
Catfish 
bring 
about

pound on the Georgia market 
and about $1.35 in New York, 
McCown says. He adds with en­ 
thusiasm, “Aqua farming is the 
coming thing.” 
Asked if catfish are usually 
considered scavengers, he said, 
“That’s true when fish have to 
rout out their own food. They’ll 
eat anything and scrounge on 
the bottom of muddy rivers.

This would have appalled me at one time. But 
that was before I found out how much racing does 
for the .American motorist and what it has done to 
broaden the frontiers of the human spirit. 
The trouble with man. today, the auto buffs tell us, 
is that his adventurous nature is being strangled, 
Confined to his nest, in. the urban-jungles of our civil- 
liza lion, he no longer is taking himself to the brink, 
I mean, life is becoming too damned safe.
